"Q. DOES THE PRESIDENT REGARD THE AGREEMENTS ON THE 
DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES BY THE WESTERN EUROPEAN FOREIGN 
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MINISTERS AS SUFFICIENT CAUSE FOR HIM TO GO TO EUROPE THIS 
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FALL, AND IF SO, WHEN? 

A. WELL, I MUST POINT OUT TO YOU THAT WE HAVE SEEN PRESS 
REPORTS ON THE DELIBERATIONS OF THE COMMON MARKET FOREIGN 
MINISTERS YESTERDAY IN COPENHAGEN. WE HAVE NOT RECEIVED 
DETAILS, OF COURSE, FROM THERE. 

DR. KISSINGER'S STAFF, AT THE STATE DEPARTMENT, WILL BE 
ASSESSING THAT REPORT WHEN IT IS RECEIVED AND WE WILL, AT 
THAT TIME, BE ABLE TO GIVE YOU SOME MORE DEFINITIVE WORD. 
THERE ARE NO FINAL DETERMINATIONS AT THIS POINT, BECAUSE 
THE MEETING WAS JUST HELD YESTERDAY AND AS I SAID, WE HAVE 
NOT RECEIVED A DETAILED REPORT. 

Q. WHEN YOU SAY "NO FINAL DETERMINATION," YOU ARE TALKING 
OBVIOUSLY ABOUT A DATE, BUT ARE YOU ALSO TALKING ABOUT A 
POSSIBILITY THAT THE PRESIDENT MIGHT NOT GO? 

A. I AM TALKING ABOUT AN ASSESSMENT OF THE OVERALL 
SITUATION. NO DETERMINATION ON A DATE WHEN THE PRESIDENT 
WILL GO TO EUROPE (SIC) AND WON'T BE UNTIL THIS HAS BEEN 
MADE, AND I MUST AT THIS POINT TAKE THE OPPORTUNITY TO 
REFER BACK TO WHAT DR. KISSINGER SAID IN SAN CLEMENTE ABOUT 
THE NATURE OF ANY PRESIDENTIAL TRAVEL TO EUROPE. HE 
WOULD NOT GO FOR PROTOCOL REASONS, HE WOULD GO BECAUSE OF
